The savings division carries on the 
campaign

stamps, War Savings stamps and sav­ 
ing certificates, but these sales are 
merely a side line to the general ef­ 
fort, for just as much stress is being 
put upon the opening of savings ac­ 
counts in the hanks as upon the sale 
of stamps.

Fanners, just, like other business 


men, vary widely in the degree of effi- 
ciency displayed in running their busi- 
ness. Some are able to analyze the 
farm business and thus to detect and 
fUminnte the low-paying or losing en- 
terprises. Others, lacking the knowl- 
edge of how to make a systematic 
analysis of the business as a whole, 
know that their profits are not what 
they ought to be, without knowing 
how to go about it to increase them. 
They may be able to find and correct 
the obvious errors in the small-sized 
farm business, but in handling a busi- 
ness of considerable size they often 
fail to spot the enterprises that are 
losing inor.ey for them. Such men 
may or may not make money, but at 
best they fall short of making as 
much as they might. A farmer may 
be making a large net profit on his 
potatoes and losing it all by keeping 
low-producing cows. 
Similarly a man 


may be making money on his cows and 
losing part of the profit on another 
enterprise. 
Hence the paramount im- 


portance of records to the farmer. 


Farm Returns Studied. 


Careful studies made upon a large 


number of farms enable the office of 
farm management of the United States 
department of agriculture to make 
some interesting statements in this 
regard. For instance, they find that 
only 10 per cent—usually less—of the 
farms studied are managed so as to se- 
cure better-than-average returns from 
all 
four factors—size of business,

such mistakes, owners of farm wood- 
land,, should familiarize 
themselves 


with the uses for which each kind of 
timber is best adapted. 


Timber that is cut in the late spring 


and summer months should be handled 
with special care to avoid injury, be- 
cause freshly cut wood is then more 
likely TO be attacked by insects and 
fungi than during the colder months. 
Seasoning proceeds more rapidly dur- 
ing the warmer season and may cause, 
excessive checking, which is not benefi- 
cial to the timber. If rightly handled, 
posts, poles and logs may be cut at any 
season without their durability being 
affected. 
In no case should wood be 


allowed to lie in direct contact with 
the ground. The opportunity for in- 
sect attack and decay can be reduced 
to n minimum by peeling the timbers 
and open-piling them off the ground in 
a shaded but dry place. 
This, how- 


ever, does not retard checking of the 
wood. 


Logs are sometimes stored under 


water, in the hot season, to prevent 
blue stain, checking, insect attack, and 
decay. 
Painting the ends of legs with 


a yellow ochre or barn paint will very 
materially retard injury by end check- 
ing.

Information Obtained in Keeping Rec­ 
ords 
Is 
Valuable 
in 
Assisting 
Farmer to Secure a Balanced 
Business for Next Year. 


Farmers, just like other business 
men, vary widely In the degree of effi­ 
ciency displayed in running their busi­ 
ness. 
Some are able to analyze the 
farm business and thus to detect and, 
eliminate the low-paying or losing en­ 
terprises. 
Others, lacking the knowl­ 
edge of how to make a systematic 
analysis of the business as a whole, 
know that their profits are not what 
they ought to be, without knowing 
how to go about it to increase them. 
They may be able to find and correct 
the obvious errors in the small-sized 
farm business, hut in handling a busi­ 
ness of considerable size they often 


j fail to spot the enterprises that are 
losing money for them. 
Such men 
may or may not make money, blit at 
best they fall short of making as 
much as they might. 
A farmer may 
be making a large net profit on his 
potatoes and losing it all by keeping 
low-producing cows. 
Similarly a man 
may be making money on his cows and 
losing part of the profit on another 
enterprise. 
Hence the paramount im­ 
portance of records to the farmer. 
Farm Returns Studied. 


Careful studies made upon a large 
number of farms enable the office of 
farm management of the United States 
department of agriculture to make 
some interesting statements in this 
regard. 
For instance, they find that 
ouly 10 per cent—usually less—of the 
farms studied are managed so as to se­ 
cure better-than-average returns from 
all 
four 
factors—size 
of business, 
yield of crops, live stock, and labor— 
while from 20 to 30 per cent of the 
farms considered have only one factor 
better than the average. It must be 
understood that no one of these fac­ 
tors will determine success. 


The figures given which relate to the 
labor income will prove most .interest­ 
ing to farm employers. The analysis 
has reduced the labor cost of farm 
work to figure^. 
An acre of hay. on 
an average farm, costs the labor of 
one man and one horse for a ten-hour 
day to cut, cure, and harvest it; oats, 
wheat, and barley, one and a half 
days of man labor and three of horse:

Familiarize Them­ 
selves With Uses for Which Timber 
Is Adapted. 


such mistakes, owners of farm wood­ 
lands should 
familiarize 
themselves 
with the uses for which each kind of 
limber Is best adapted. 


Timber that is cut in the late spring 
and summer months should be handled 
with special care to avoid injury, be­ 
cause freshly cut wood Is then more 
likely to be attacked by insects and 
fungi than during the colder months. 
Seasoning proceeds more rapidly dur­ 
ing the warmer season and may cause 
excessive checking, which is not benefi­ 
cial to the timber. If rightly handled, 
posts, poles and logs may be cut at any 
sseason without their durability being 
affected. 
In no case should wood be 
allowed to lie in direct contact with 
the ground. 
The opportunity for in­ 
sect attack and decay can be reduced 
to a minimum by peeling the timbers 
and open-piling them off the ground in 
a shaded but dry pla^e. 
This, how­ 
ever, does not retard checking of the 
wood. 


Logs are sometimes stored under 
water, In the hot season, to prevent 
blue stain, checking, insect attack, and 
decay. 
Painting the ends of legs with 
a yellow ochre or barn paint will very 
materially retard injury by end check­ 
ing. 
Painting 
peeled 
timbers 
with 
creosote will prevent sap stain and 
decay.

Without: Keeping Records the Farmer 
Cannot Tell How Much He Is Mak­ 
ing and on What Crops. 


corn for the silo, three man days and 
five and a half days for a horse; 
onions, sold in bunches, require about 
93 days of man work to only ten for 
the horse; dairy cows take 18 days of 
man time every year and two days 
of horse time—so on through a list 
that includes about every item of farm 
effort. This information is valuable 
both in securing a balanced business 
and in assisting the farmer to esti­ 
mate his labor needs for the coming 
yean It is contained in a new publi­ 
cation of the department of agricul­ 
ture, bulletin 1139, “A Method of An­ 
alyzing the Farm Business.” 


Advice of Experts Available. 
With the bulletin go blank forms 
for the purpose of preparing the an­ 
alysis. 
Upon these blanks the farmer 
can» inventory his business and then. 
If he feels unqualified to abide by his 
own judgment upon the results shown, 
he may secure the advice of experts 
by submitting the data gathered to 
his county agent, or to his state agri­ 
cultural college, or he may send it di­ 
rectly to the department of agriculture 
to have the analysis made. 


Sheep Better Suited for Grazing Than 
Horses or Cattle— Rye Favored 
for Fall Pasture. 


New seed ings of clover and timothy 
should be pastured lightly. 
Sheep are 
better suited for this purpose than 
horses and cattle, but care must be 
used to prevent them grazing the new 
meadows 
too closely. 
Stalk 
fields, 
from which the corn and stover have 
been 
removed, 
furnish 
considerable 
feed in the form of grasses, weeds and 
an occasional stalk and ear of corn. It 
is well to allow the stock to clean up 
this feed that would otherwise go to 
waste. In order to provide more good 
fall grazing it is a good plan to sow 
rye at the last working of the corn 
crop.

first tare m 15 jeais, his uppermost 
wiyh was to visit lifcs daughter, Mrs. 
Nellie Saitoris, in England, where he 
was surpiised by the public welcome 
that gieeled his arrival. He v.as "puz- 
zled to lind himself a personage," i?aid 
James Russell Lowell. But his politi- 
cal friends were quick to see in his 
triumphs abroad a chance to restore 
their own piestige at home, and they 
urged him on until he had completed 
a tour uf the world, which icciain^, 
perhaps, unequaled in brilliance. As 
he went his way from London to 
Tokvo, emperors and kings honored 
him. 


Coming home after a three jears' 


absence, he weakly yielded to the 
politicians who were using his name 
in a desperate adventure to regain 
power for the "Stalwart" faction of 
the Republican party. But the unwrit- 
ten law against a third term was vin- 
dicated in his defeat in the Republican 
convention of 1880. 


Failing the White House, he was 


tempted by a "young Napoleon of 
Finance" into the whirlpool of New 
York and to become a partner In a 
Wall street bank. Into that blind 
venture he put what little money he 
had and most of all ... 
his name. 


After three iears he was rudely 


awakened from h's dream of wealth 
by the "young Napoleon's" request

on an icy street when the truth was

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The Place de la Ctmcorde. 
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HE spot where France weeps” 
has been a place of gladness 
since last November 11. What 
will be the next distinguish­ 
ing feature of the Place de la Con­ 
corde, one of Paris’* great places,* and 
perhaps the most magnificent public 
square in the world? asks the Kansas 
Pity Star. 
Will it, too, be tragic? For 
nn air of tragedy has clung to this 
splendid product of engineering and 
art. 


Thousands died there In the blood 
madness of the French Revolution ; the 
allied armies of Napoleon held a sol­ 
emn te deum there in 1S14; in 1871 
the hated Prussian encamped in the 
beautiful square; later the same year 
it was the ^cene of fierce and bloody 
conflicts between Versailles troops and 
the Communards, who had erected bar­ 
ricades at one of the entrances; since 
1871 the statue dedicated to the city 
of Strassburg had been continuously 
draped in mourning and known as the 
‘‘Lost Sister,” keeping alive in the 
minds of Frenchmen the theft of Al~ 
sace-Lorraine. 


A Place of Beauty, 


It is a place of lovely fountain's *md 
statues. 
Originally it was intended as 
a center of commemoration, where 
statues and monuments might be-erect­ 
ed to celebrate the memory t)f great 
Frenchmen and their -deeds. ILouis XV 
modestly give it a start wriih a statue 
of himself, but this no kmger stands 
there. 
It disappeared in the Revolu­ 
tion. 
There «T<e In it mow eight colos­ 
sal statues representing 'eight princi­ 
pal cities 
France—(Lille, Rouen, 
Nantes, Bordeaux, Brest, Marseilles, 
Lyons and Sttnassb-urg. 
There is now 
talk of o ra tin g in it *some immortal 
conception off the present conflict and 
its victorious outcome. 


On one side of the Place de la Con­ 
corde runs the broad Hue Royale, ex­ 
tending to the jnajefnic church of La 
Madeleine. 
On the li^ o site side is the 
River Seiinve. On its Tight is the Gar­ 
den of 
TuMerles a-nd on the left 
the famous promenade of the Champs 
lily sees, 
in ithe old peace times the 
Place de fca lOonoorde was a scene of 
gayety- 
Caurrve to it tourists from all 
parts of the world, ahout it promenad­ 
ed the fashkwaables of Paris. 


The not-e <5f gayety would die out 
of the voices of Fr«encluue.n as they 
passed the figure of the “Lost Sister” 
with its ever present crop** and som­ 
ber wreaths of mourning. J(t signified 
that France had neither forgotten nor 
forgiven. 


The day the armSslfoe was declared 
unparalleled scenes of joy occurred in 
the Place de la Concorde. 
Captured 
German guns were brought to its con­ 
fines; soldiers, civilians, women and 
children gathered there and laughed 
and sang and cheered with all the 
abandon of the Gaul. 
The mourning 
wreaths were torn away from the 
Strassburg monument and the statue 
decked with a crown of gold leaves. 
This crcwn is still upon the colossal 
figure of what is now the ‘'Redeemed 
Sister.,f 


U'he dreams of many men of genius 
have gone into the making of the 
Place de la Concorde. 
Gabriel, the 
architect, and an unnamed engineer 
of great imagination, constructed the 
pavilions and balustrades, laid the 
groundwork for the achievement in 
ihe middle of the eighteenth century. 
The equestrian figure ^of Louis XV, 
which stood io the square until the 
Revolution, was the work of Bou* 
rhardon. Pigalle, one of his contempo­ 
raries, ¿surrounded this statue with fig­ 
ures emblematic of Strength, Wisdom, 
Justice and Peace. 
The square re­ 
ceived its present form in 3854 from 
designs by Hittorf. 
The great statues 
of the cities were made by four fa­ 
mous French sculptors, each of whom 
did two figures. 
At the entrance to 
he Champs Elysees, which forms the 
western boundary of the place, are 
the famous "Horses of Marly,” by Guil­ 
laume Coustou, and at the eastern 
Side at the entrance to the Garden of 
the Tuileries, are the “Renomees” of 
Coyzevox—Mercury and Fame* bestride 
the horses. 


Obelisk of Rameses II, 


In the center rises the obelisk of 
Uumeses II, towering 76 feet and 
weighing 240 tons. 
It is a single block 
of reddish granite, more than three 
thousand years old aktf fc ones stoutly

before the temple of Amonhotcp nonr 
Thebes. 
It was brought to Paris in 
1S3G. 


It was on the present site of the 
obelisk that the guillotine was erected 
in 1792 and Louis XVI died beneath 
its blade in 1703. 
Among those who 
died in the rod days of the square 
were Charlotte Corday* Marie Antoi­ 
nette, 
Danton, 
Camille 
Desmoulins 
and Robespierre, and in all upwards 
of 2.S00. 


Kut the French remember those days 
of tragedy with less sorrow7 than they 
do the crowning indignity of the pres­ 
ence of the Prussians on the Place de 
la Concorde in 1871. 
The soldiers of 
William I showed the usual German 
disrespect for art by hanging their ac­ 
coutrements on the great statues, by 
littering the place with the refuse of 
army camps, even at times by hitch­ 
ing their horses in and about the 
square. 


Should some heroic figure commemo­ 
rative of the great war be erected 
there the spot where France has sor­ 
rowed for more than 40 years will be­ 
come a spot where France can re­ 
joice. 
Even without this final trib­ 
ute of the artist's imagery, the gar* 
land crowned figure of the “Redeemed 
Slstei'” will remain forever a thing of 
joy to the trae son and daughter of 
France, as w^ell as to the lovex*s of lib­ 
erty throughout the world.

clearing 
th-a building he gave his 


steering wheel a sharp tur_ nto the 
right. The steering gear then locked 
evidently because the Ford whirl-ad 
around to the right and tore through 
a rail fence. The 'cop rail of the fence 
pinned Mr. Myers against the seat 
with such tremendous force that the 
front wheels of the machine were lift- 
ed clear of the ground and continued 
to spin until Fabian Staub, Leo Gul 
den. and John Weaver, who were work- 
ing across the street, ran to the as- 
sistance of the helpless man. What is 
considered the remarkable part of the 
accident is that Mr. Myers, after he 
had been released from beneath the 
rail which nearly squeezed him to 
death, walked into the garage to sur- 
vey his car which was somewhat 
wrecked. During the forepart of the 
afternoon he experienced severe pains 
in his abdomen, where the rail struck 
him, and went to his home. Dr. Lin- 
daman, of Littlestown, said that it is 
impossible to tell at the present time 
whether Mr. Myers suffered severe in- 
juries. 


An idea of the force of the pressing 


rail mad be gained by the fact that the 
front seat of the car was pressed into 
the form of Mr. Myers' body.

him an officer. 


Tho first time Grant came in sight 
of the enemy in the Civil war he frank­ 
ly tells us that his heart jumped into 
his throat. 
"I had not the moral 
courage/* he said, “to halt and con­ 
sider what to do; I kept right on.” 


That is the whole story of how 
Grant got to Appomattox: he kept 
right on. 
Starting without a friend 
ut his back, and with only a long, un­ 
broken trail of disappointments be­ 
hind him, he never asked for promo­ 
tion, an assignment or a favor, yet this 
unambitious man rose to be general 
In chief. 


Ko conqueror ever was higher souled 
than 
Grant 
at 
Appomattox, 
{Sad 
and depressed, as he 
tells us, at 
the downfall of a valiant foe, he met 
te e as if that foepinn in war were a 
neighbor In trouble. 


When he became president it was 
Grant’s misfortune to know no oue ex­ 
cept his associates in the war. 
The 
self-respecting among them kept away 
from him. 
But the self-seekers and 
the camp followers crowded about a 
;nan who never forgot and never dls- J 
rrusted a friend, not even when he 
mme bearing a Greek gift, and Sena­ 
tor Charles Humner spoke scornfully 
of the administration as a “gift en- 
teiT)i*ise.” 


The muny scandals of the adminis­ 
tration were mostly traceable to the 
Betrayal 
of Grant's childlike 
confi­ 
dence In unworthy friends. 
“Black 
priday” 
In 
Wall 
street 
cast 
its 
shadow on 
his family circle 
itself. 


The 
“whisky 
ring” involved 
the 
presidents private secretary. A mem­ 
ber of the cubinet was impeached for 
pqualid transactions, but by accepting 
iiis resignation Grant let him dodge 
the conviction. 


A liberal section 
of distinguished 
Republicans revolted against Grant’s 
election to a second term, but they 
were mostly leaders without follow­ 
ers. The popular revolt did not come 
until the panic of 1873 had plunged 
the country into six years of hard 
times, and a tidal wave In the elec­ 
tion of 
1874 swept the Democrats 
into control of the hou&e-

At the coming of summer, he was 
taken up state to a cottage on Mt. Mc­

There he silently welcomed, 
as he sat on the piazza, the visitors 
who came to see him, among them Gen­ 
eral Simon Bolivar Buckner. 
To that 
classmate at West Point and foeman 
at I^ort Donaldson, Grant gave his last 
message of rejoicing that his suffer­ 
ings had united North and »South in 
a common sympathy.

HEN Grant left theWhiteHouse, 
freed from public care for the 
first time in 15 years, his uppermost 
wish was to visit 1%* daughter, Mrs. 
Nellie Sartoris, in England, where he 
was surprised by the public welcome 
that greeted his arrival. 
He was “puz­ 
zled to find himself a personage,” $uid 
James Bussell Lowell. 
But his politi­ 
cal friends were quick to see in his 
triumphs abroad a chance to restore 
their own prestige at home, and they 
urged him on until he had completed 
a tour of the world, which reinfiins, 
perhaps, unequaled in brilliance. 
As 
he went his way from London to 
Tokyo, emperors and kings honored 
him. 


Coming home after a three years’ 
absence, he weakly yielded to the 
politicians who were nsltig his name 
in a desperate adventure to regain 
power for the “Stalwart” faction of 
the Republican party. 
But the unwrit­ 
ten law against a third term was vin­ 
dicated in his defeat in the Republican 
convention of 18S0. 


Failing the White House, he was 
tempted by a “young Napoleon of 
Finance“ Into the whirlpool • of New 
York and to become a partner In a 
Wall street bank.

venture he put what little money he

his name. 


After three years he was rudely 
awakened from his dream of wealth 
by the “young Napoleon’s“ request 
that he go borrowing from William H. 
Vanderbilt to save the hank from 
crashing. 
He was lame from a fall 
on an icy street when the truth was 
broken to him, but he limped into 
the Fifth avenue palace of the multi­ 
millionaire and came out with $150,000. 


As he entered the bank, two days 
later, he was met with the crushing 
news that the firm of Grant & Ward 
had gone down In a shameful failure. 
Hours afterward a clerk found the 
broken man still sitting at his desk 
in silent despair, his head dropped 
forward, his hands gripping the arms 
of his chair. 


Out of bad came good. 
Grant opens 
his “Personal Memoirs“ with a frank 
admission that he consented to write 
that great narrative only because he 
was living on boiTOwed money when 
a publisher proposed the undertaking. 
As he pursued his theme he was grat­ 
ified to discover an unsuspected gift 
for unfolding a moving tale of his ad­ 
ventures and achievements in the field. 
He wrote on until he had finished a 
story as Imposing In its directness and 
simplicity as his own nature.

WOMAN SLAYS 


HER AVENGER 


Shoots Man Who Had Killed Two 
Others Who Had Attacked 
Her Honor. 


ARGÜES OVER . MOTOR 


First Husband Ambushed and Killed 
Six Years Ago— Her Ranch Fore­ 
men and Hi« Father Were 
Shot by Wilson. 


Winfield, Kan.—A year and a half 
after he had shot two men to death 
on the main street of Tahlequah, Okla., 
to avenge his wife’s honor, Homer S. 
Wilson, himself, was shot and killed 
on a lonely country road, near Win­ 
field, Knn., by Mrs. Wilson. 
He Is 
the fourth man, intimately acquainted 
with his pretty dark-haired wife, wfeo 
has perished. 


.Charles West, first husband of Mrs. 
Wilson, was shot and killed from am­ 
bush near Tahlequah six years agp. 
Then Frank Anthony and his fathcir, 
William, fell at Wilson’s hands hfe- 
cause Wilson charged young Anthony, 
foreman of Mrs. Wilson’s ranch, at 
Tahlequah, had been,too friendly-with 
Mrs. Wilson while her husband was 
in the armj. 
Were Returning From Cattle Buying 


Trip. 


Mrs. Wilson killed her husband as 
they were returning from a cattle buy­ 
ing trip to Dexter, 22 miles east of 
Winfield. With the Wilsons at the time 
were Charles Ridgeway and Ed Glass, 
who have ranches near Dextei*. 


Wilson had been driving his automo­ 
bile very fast, according to the story 
told by eye witnesses to the tragedy. 
When a stop was made for tire trou­ 
ble and Wilson left the car, Mrs. Wil­ 
son slid into the driver’s seat, insist­ 
ing she would drive. 
An argument 
followed and Mrs. Wilson suddenly 
shot twice with an automatic pistol 
she had taken from the flap of one of 
the seats. 


After Wilson had been inducted into 
the'service he complained to the draft 
officials that his wife had reported suf­ 


fers. Wilson Suddenly Shot Twice, 


fering at the bands of her foreman, 
Frank Anthony. 
When he returned 
from the army he engaged Anthony tn 
a duel in the street, shooting hJre 
twice.

Anthony rushed

by Wilson as he reached for his fallen 
son’s gun. 
Acquitted Under "Unwritten Law/1 
The successful duelist was acquitted 
by the jury under the “unwritten law."

son.

Some are able to analyze the 
fai 'm business and thus to deteci and 
oliminate the low-paying or losing en- 
terprises. 
Others, larking the knowl- 
edge of iiow to nmke a 
systematic 
analysis of the husinexs as a whole, 
know that their profits arc not what 
they ou;;hl 
to be. without 
knowing 
how to go about it to increase them. 
Tiiey may be alile to find and rorrert 
the obvious errors in the small-sized 
farm business, but in handling a busi- 
ncss of considerable size they often 
fail to spot tile enterprises that are 
losing money 
for them. 
Such 
men 
may or may not make money, but at 
best 
they fall short 
of 
making 
as 
murh as they miglit. 
A farmer may 
be making a large net profit on his 
potatoes and losing It all by keeping 
low-producing cows. 
Similarly a man 
may be making money on his cows and 
losing part of tho profit on another 
enterprise. 
Hence the paramount im- 
porianre of rerords to the farmer. 
Farm 
Returns Studied. 
Careful studies made upon a large 
number of farms enable the otfire of 
farm management of the United States 
department 
of 
agriculture 
to 
make 
some Interesting 
statements 
in 
this 
regard. 
For Instance, they find that 
ouly 10 per rent—usually less—of the 
farms studied are managed so af? to se- 
cure better-than-average returns from 
all 
four 
fartors—size 
of 
bui?iness, 
yield of crops, live stock, and labor— 
while from 20 to 30 per cent of the 
farms considered have only one factor 
better than the average. 
It must be 
understood that no one of these fac- 
tors will determine success. 


The figures given which relate to the 
labor income will prove most jnterest- 
ing to farm employers. 
The analysis 
has reduced the labor cost of farm 
work to 
figure^. 
An acre of hay, on 
an average farm, costs the labor of 
one man and one horse for a ten-hour 
day to cut, cure, and harvest it; oats, 
wheat, and 
barley, one and a 
half 
days of man labor and three of horse;

corn for the silo, three man days and 
five and a half 
dayy for a 
horse; 
onions, sold in bunches, require about 
y3 days of man work to only ten for 
the horse; dairy cows take 18 days of 
man time every year and two days 
of horse time—so on through a list 
that includes about every Item of farm 
effort. This information Is 
valuable 
botii In securing a balanced business 
and in assisting the farmer to esti- 
mate his labor needs for the coming 
yean

alyzing the Farm Busines.s."

Many Valuable Logs Oo Into Cross Ties 
When They Would Bring Much 
More Money If Sold as Saw 
Logs—Other 
Hints, 


It Is a mistake to saw up choice 
logs of white oak. ash. cherry and yel- 
low poplar for rough uses at home or 
to use clear black 
\Valuut for gate 
boards or split up white oak butts for 
fence posts. 
This fact Is emphasized 
in many ways In a new publication. 
"Forestry and the Farm Income," is- 
sued 
by 
tho 
forest service. 
United 
States 
department 
of 
agriculture. 
Farmers are told that many valuable 
logs go Into cross ties when they would 
bring the owner much more if sold as 
saw logs 
Likewise, large 
numbers 
of rapid irrowing trees are cut which 
produce only one small tie, whereas. 
If left to grow for from three to five 
years, 
they 
would 
yield 
more th)Mi 
double the profit. 
To avoid making

such mistakes, owners of farm wood- 
laj)d^ should 
familiarize 
themselves 
with the uses for which each kind of 
timber ts lK>st adapted. 


Timber that is rut In the late spring 
and summer months should be handled 
with sjwciai care to avoid injury, bo^ 
cause freshly cut wood fs then more 
likely to be attacked by insects and 
fungi than during the colder months. 
Seasoning proceeds more rapidly dur- 
ing the warmer season and may cause 
excessive checking, which Is not braefi- 
clal to the timber. 
If rightly handled, 
posts, poles and logs may be cut at any 
jseason without their durability being 
affected. 
In no rase should wood be 
allowed to lie in direct contact with 
the ground. 
The opportunity for in- 
sect attack and decay can be reduced 
to a minlmnm by peeling the timbers 
and open-piling them oiT the ground In 
a shaded but dry pla^e. 
This, how- 
ever. does not retard checking of the 
wood. 


Logs are sometimes 
stored 
under 
water. In the hot season, to prevent 
blue stain, checking. Insert attark. and 
dpcay. 
Painting the ends of logs with 
a yellow ochre or barn paint will very 
materially retard injury by end check- 
ing. 
Painting 
peeled 
timbers 
with 
creosote will prevent sap stain 
and 
decay. 


NEW SEEDINGS FOR PASTURE 


Sheep Better Suited for Grazing Than 
Horses or Cattle—Rye Favored 
for Fall Pasture, 


New seedings of clover and timothy 
should be pastured lightly. 
Sheep are 
better suited for this purpose 
than 
horses and cattle, but rare must be 
used to prevent them grazing the new 
meadows 
too 
closely. 
Stalk 
fit^lds, 
from which the corn and stover have 
been 
removed, 
furnish 
considerable 
feed in the form of grasses, weeds and 
an occasional stalk and ear of rorn. It 
is well to allow the stock to clean up 
this feed that would otherwise go to 
waste. In order to provide more good 
fall grazing It Is a good plan to sow 
rye at the last working of the corn 
crop.

For 
an air of tragedy has clung to this 
splondid product of engineering and 
art. 


Thousands died there in the blood 
madness of the French Revolution; the 
allied armies of Napoleon held a sol- 
emn te deum there in 1S14; in 1871 
the h»ted Prussian encamped in the 
beautiful square; later the same year 
it was the '^cene of fiprce and bloody 
c<>nflicts between Versailles troops and 
the Communards, who had erected bar- 
ricades at one of the entrances; since 
1871 the statue dedieated to the city 
of Strasshurg had been continuously 
draped in mourning and known as the 
"Lost Sister/' keeping alive in the 
minds of Frenchmen the th-eft of Al- 
Bace-Lorraine. 


A Place of Beauly, 


It is a place of lovely fountain's ^md 
statues. 
Originally it was intended as 
a center of commemoralion, 
where 
statues and monuments might be-eireet- 
ed to celebrate the memory tif great 
Frenchmen and their -deeds. liOUis XV 
modestly give it a staT-t wilb a statue 
of himself, but this no linger stands 
there. 
It disa-piwared in the Revolu- 
tion. 
There «TC in it now eight colos- 
sal statues reiiDresenting 'eight princi- 
pal cities 
Franre—(Liile, 
Rouen, 
Nantes, B^iiroleaux, Bluest, Marseilles. 
Lyons and St^nassburg. 
'There is now 
talk of orw'-tlTig in iit -some immortal 
conception ^(f th« present conflict and 
its victorious out'Conm 


On one side of the CTace de la Con- 
corde runs the broail Hue Royale, c-x- 
tending to the anajeinic church of I-a 
Madeieinei. 
On the .opposite side is the 
River Seiiive. On its right is the Gar- 
den of l1>e Taaileries iind on the left 
the famous promenade of the Champs 
Elysees. 
In the old peace times the 
Place de lUa lOonmrde was a scene of 
gayety- 
Omve to it (t'ourists from all 
paWs of the world, abom it promenad- 
ea tiie fashi<Mmbles of Paris. 


The not« <sf gayety would die out 
of tlie voi<v« «f Fr^clunen as they 
passed the figui^e ot the "Lost Sister" 
with its ever pr^^smit cror>^ and som- 
ber wTeatlis of tjwurning. U signified 
that France had neither forgotten nor 
forgiven. 


Tlie day the arinisiice wns declared 
unparailf^Ied scenes of joy occurred in 
the Place de la Concorde. 
Captured 
German guns were brought to Its con- 
fines; 
soldiers, civilians, women and 
children gathered there and laughed 
and sang and cheered with all the 
abandon of the Gaul, 
The mourning 
wreaths were torn away from 
the 
Strassburg monument and the statue 
decked with a crown of gold leaves. 
This crcwn is still upon the c<»loRsal 
figure of what is now the "Redeemed 
Sister/' 


^riiQ dreams of many men of genius 
Imve gone into the making of 
the 
Place de la Concorde, 
Gabriel, the 
architect, and an unnamed engineer 
of great imagination, constructed the 
pavilions and 
balustrades, laid 
the 
groundwork for the aHiievement In 
Ihe middle of the eighteenth century. 
Tho equestrian figure ^of Louis XV, 
which stood io the square until the 
Revolution, was the work of Bou- 
phardon. Pigalie, one of his contempo- 
raries, iiurrounded this statue wiili fig- 
ures emblematic of Strength, Wisdom, 
Justice and Peace. 
The square re- 
ceived its present form In ]8r)4 from 
designs by Hittorf. 
The great statues 
of the cities were made by four fa- 
mous French sculptors, each of whom 
did two 
figures. 
At the entrance to 
he CJiamps Elysees, which fornjs the 
western boundary of the place, are 
the famous ^'Horses of Marly," by Guii- 
laume Coustou, and at the eastern 
iiide at the entrance to the Garden of 
the Tuilerles, are the '•Renomees" of 
Coyzevox—Mercury and Fam^ bestride 
the horses. 


Obelisk of Rameses 11» 
In the center rises the obelisk of 
Barneses II, towering 76 feet 
and 
ivelghing 240 tons. 
It is a single blocii: 
of reddish granite, more tliun three 
ibousund years old aud * one« »¿toya 


It Avns on 
obelisk that the guillotine was erected 
in 1792 and Louis XVI died boueath 
its blade in 171)3. 
Among those who 
died in the rod days of the square 
were Charlotte Corday. IMarie Antoi- 
nette, 
Danton, 
Camllle 
Desmoulins 
and Robespierre, and in all upwards 
of 2.800. 


Kut the French romemher those days 
of tragedy ^Yith loss sorrow than thoy 
do the crowning indignity of tho pres- 
ence of the Prussians on the Place de 
la Concorde in 1871. 
The soldiers of 
AVilllam I showed the usual German 
disrespect for art by hanging their ac- 
coutremrnts on the groat statues, by 
littering the place with the refuse of 
army camps, even at times by hitch- 
ing their horses in and about 
the 
square. 


Should some heroic figure commemo- 
rative of the great war he erected 
there the sjiot where France has sor- 
rowed for more than 40 years will be- 
come a spot where France can re- 
joice. 
Even without this final trib- 
ute of the artist's imagery, the gar» 
land crowned figure of the "Redeemed 
Sister" will remain foi'ever a thing of 
joy to the (ru^ son and daughter of 
France, as w<vll as to the lovers of lib- 
erty throughout the world.

Then Frank Anthony and his f a t h ^ , 
William, fell at Wilson's hands hfe- 
cause Wilson charged young Anthony, 
foreman of Mrs. Wilson's ranch, at 
Tahloquah, had been .too frl<?ndly . with 
Mrs. Wilson while her husband was 
in the army. 
Were Returning From Cattle Buyfng 


Trip. 


Mrs. Wilson killed her husband as 
they were returning from a cattle buy- 
ing trip to Dexter, 22 miles east of 
Wlnfield. With the Wilsons at the time 
were Charles Ridgeway and Ed Glass, 
who have ranches near Dexter. 


WilsoH had been driving his automo- 
bile very fast, according to the story 
told by eye witnesses to the tragedy. 
When a stop was made for tire trou- 
ble and Wilson left the car, Mrs. Wil- 
son slid into the driver's seat, Insist- 
ing she would drive. 
An argnmi^it 
followed and 
Mrs. Wilson 
suddenly 
shot twice with an automatic pistol 
she had taken from the flap of one of 
the- seats. 


After Wilson had been Inducted Into 
the'service he complained to the draft 
officials that his wife had reported suf-

HA PNARKOAV ESCAPE 


L. C. Myers, of Bonneanville, had his 
body squeezed into an incredibly small 
space in an antomobile accident short- 
ly, before Monday noon, Mr. Mj'ers. 
a man of heavy stature, is wall known 
throughout this section as he is an, ex- 
tensive farm owner and manager of 
the Hanover creamery plant at Bon- 
neauville. 
Mr. Myers went to tb«a ga- 
rage of Elmer J. Altland in Bonneau- 
ville, 
poured 
sonte' gasoline in the 
tank of his Ford touring car. tnd he 
started out of 'the 
building. 
After 
clearing 
tb^ building 
he gave his 
steering wheel a sharp tur^nto the 
right. The steering gear then locked 
evidently because the Ford whirl-sd 
ai*ound to the right and tore through 
a rail fcnce. The 'top rail of the fence 
pinned Mr. Myers against the seat 
witli such tpamendous force that the 
front wheels of the machine were lift- 
ed clear of the ground and continued 
to spin until Fabian Staub. Leo Gul- 
den and John Weaver, who were work- 
ing across the street, ran to the as- 
sistance of the helpless man. What is 
considered the remarkable part of the 
accident is that Mr. Myers, after he 
had been rsleased from beneath the 
rail which nearly squeezed him to 
death, walked into the garage to sur- 
vey his car 
which 
was 
somewhat 
wrecked. 
During the forepart of the 
aJCtarnoon he experienced severe pains 
in hi)s abdomen, where tlie rail struck 
him. and went to his home. Dr. Lin- 
daman, of Littlestown. said that it is 
impossible to tell at the present time 
whether Mr. Myers suffered sevens in- 
juries.
